thrombic microangiopathic syndrome, transplant rejections and glomerulopathy; fibrotic 
diseases, such as cirrhosis of the liver, mesangial cell proliferative diseases, arteriosclerosis, or 
injuries to nerve tissue, and for inhibiting the reocclusion of vessels after balloon catheter 
treatment, in vascular prosthetics or after mechanical devices are used to keep vessels open, such as, 
e.g., stents, and for immunosuppression, and for supporting scar-fi-ee healing, and to treat senile 
keratosis or contact dermatiti s, which comprises administering to a patient in need thereof a 
compound of claim 1 .
